West had the opening lead and 
led the seven of spades, his fourth 
hest spade. The trick was won 
in dummy with the king. Mr. 
Karn could count only seven tricks 
if the clubs break. | Nine tricks 
might be made if both aces lay 
right. At Jeast it was worth the 
chanes, so a small club was led 
from dummy. Mr, Karn played 
the queen, seemingly finessing. 

The next play is the jack of 
diamonds, which Jooks to West as 
if declarer is going to take a 
finesse, so he plays the three-spot, 


but the king is played from dummy- 


which holds the trick. 

Now a small Heart is led from 
dummy and East played second 
hand low. the nine spot. Mr. 
Karn went in with the king which 
held the trick. .

ln the sense that the German 
elections have not made ‘it possible 
for extremists on the one side or 
the other to dominute the situation, 
the results must be regarded as 
satisfactory. As in other coun- 
tries, the moment. is not propitious 
in Germany for any violent political 
reaction. A complete triumph for 
the Nazis might easily have led to 
undesirable repercussions; ats mat- 
ters are, Herr Hitler and his tol- 
lowers must content themselves 
with being the largest Party in the 
Ikiechstay. In the circumstances, 
they must get a considerable share 
of Govertiment posts, but the real 
control will be in the hands of Dr. 
Bruening and hig supporters of the 
Centre, since ‘they hold) the balance 
of power. The stalemate was not 
unexpected, and although it leaves 
the situation better than it might 
coneciyably have been, there will, 
we imagine, have to be a deal of 
reshufiting in the ranks of the von 
Papen Government. To the outside 
observer, the position is not alto- 
gether clear, The yon Papen Gov- 
ernment was brought into power 
under such unusual cireumstunces 
and its Ministers so litle known, 
outside Germany that it is difficult 
to see precisely whom it represents. 
One thing, however, is clear, name- 
ly, that the Nazis will expect their 
strength in the Reichstag to be re- 
flected in the allocation of govern- 
mental posts.. Moreover, although

political alignments, the Nazis will, 
by virtue of their Parliamentary 
power, be able to exercise a srrent 
influence on the Government's

‘The conflict of ideas represented 
by the many political partics in 
Germany may not, perhaps, be ex- 
plained in terms of orthodox politi- 
eal doctrine. Indeed, we have seen 
it put forward that it goes much 
deeper than. than, having to do 
with the place of moncy and its 
social effects on national life, 
Fathers and sons, we are told, have 
been spenking a different language 
on this matter—the fathers, almost 
to a man, welcoming the plute- 
cratic standards of the nineteenth 
century, and the sons rebelling 
against the economic and financlal 
eystem which has brought tho 
world to its present. pass. ‘Che sons 
have recelved an unexpected, and 
possibly unwelcome, ally in the 
grandfathers: people like the East.

{nto account, it becomes easier to 
understand the hybrid cnaracter of 
the Nazi movement, A large num- 
ber of the older generation of Ger- 
mins, especiully in the northern

people indeed who 
accept the Japanese for 
Japan's present activities. The 
appointment of High Advisers to 
the Manchukuo Government, the 
new authority granted to the 
Commander-in-Chief illustrate the 
lack of reality about the new State.

To 
press her recent proposals would 
not only -prove the contention of 
Japan’s critics, but it would also 
give them ground for saying that 
the unofficial’ war is an aggressive 
war, Unquestionably, something 
will‘have to be done sooner or 
Inter to develop a new policy to- 
ward China. That distressed 
country has been buried under 
such a mountain of notes since 
the Washington Conference that 
the facts are scarcely discernible: 
But it was not the delegated part 
of Japan to mnke the move.

Says Andrew Soutar, the Novelist. 


HE besetting sin of the nation 
ia conecit—gelf-conceit. We live 
in difficult times, but they could 
be made easier if cach one of us 


Ttvok hold of himself, sat down in 


n chair, and talked, beginning like 
this: ‘ 

“Who do you. think: you aro? 
And why should you rench for “8 
halo every time you tike your 
hat down from the rack? “What 
have you done for the nation a8 
u whole that you walk with your 
nosy in the air? Why not come 
down to carth and ‘walk . with 
crowds nor lose the common 
touch’?” ng 

Self-conceit is so insidious 4 
disease that it cats into public 
life like u corrosive acid; it 
nullifies even those blood ties that 
are supposed to keep a family to- 
gether in times of success or ad- 
versity. Only the other day 
heard « man say—"On_ three 
different occasions I-have had said 
to me, ‘I can’t believe that she is 
your sister because she ix 80 
coarse." 

No, he was not an illiterate min, 
as we judge illiteracy, he was a 
solicitor; he was the guest of his 
‘sister, a wealthy woman, he wos 
dependent on her for most of the 
favours he received in this life, 
but while he smiled and amiled 
and remained a villain he was 
thinking these things. One whisky 
too many and he, felt the urge to 
give them verbal expression. 


Men Worse Than Women. 


My -experience ix that men are 
infinitely more conceited than 
women; they seem to develop an 
extruordinary idea of their own 
importance. Very few of them 
leave it to the public to appraise 
their worth, They, conceive an 
ideal and are incensed if the public 
docs not agree that they have 
renlised it. If it comes to a ques~ 
tion of uctual contribution to 2@ 
nation’s well-being, only one man 
in ten thousand has the right to 
be conceited ’ about his  achieve- 
ments, and .his character would be 
such that he could not possibly, be 
conceited. 

A woman may be conceited about 

her personal appearance, . but her 
of ten 18 
to make herself more attractive 
in the eyes of the man. The 
conceit of n man would lead him 
to gacrifice the love of the most 
devoted wife in the world. 
And how poor are his. grounds 
on which man bases his conceit, 
In my own ‘profession—that of 
writing—coneeit borders © on the 
ludicrous. I have met writers in 
all parts of the world, and 1 have 
marvelled that they have been able 
to get through life without taking 
a, thundering good punch on the 
chin about once a week. 

One poor ‘fellow who had written 
a couple of indifferent novels used 
to make his wife stand outside his 
study door to prevent his being 
interrupted while he was at work. 

One day, in his presence, she 
said to me—“I have written a 
play." 

He foamed at the mouth. How 
dare she dream of writing inf those 
short respites between clothing 
the children, devoting her day to 
them, and putting them to bed? 
He was the god of the household 
why didn’t she kneel in homage? 
But that: play was accepted, per- 
formed, and brought in a com- 
paratively large’ sum of money— 
which he proceeded to spend as 
quickly a¥ he could. i 

That is only an incident, but it 
helps to illustrate my point. In

LAMP. 


SIR -HUGO HIRST’S 
PREDICTION 


Sir Hugo Hirst, at the annual 
meeting of the General Eleetric 
Company, in the course of his 
Speech, announced that there

Berlin, Aug. 1. 
The election has resulted in a 
stalemate, as gencrally expected. It 
ia certuin therefore that the Von 
Papen Government will remain In 
the saddle, while the maintenance, 
of the status quo con- 


brondly, blow to the 


stitutes a bitter -| 0 
Hitlerites, who, despite a gain of 
119 ‘seats’ compared with the old 
Reichstag, are unable to command 
an absolute majority, even with 
the support of their Rightist allies. 

The Catholic Centre under the 
leadership of the ex-Chancellor 
Bruening, therefore hold the key 
to the situation. 

The chief surprises are the mar- 
vellous recovery of the Communists 
since the set back following the 
general election of 1930 and tho 
fact that the Nazis appear to hive 
reached high water mark. 

The Communists Who increased 
thelr representation by eleven 
sents were evidently unharmed by 
Herr Von Papen’s hostility and 
gained -heavily in numerous dis- 
tricts. 

Compared with the Diet clec- 
tions of Jast April this, combined 
with the Socialist successes, is as- 
cribed to the workers’ resentment 
of Herr Von Papen’s action in 
Prussia and the fear of a dic. 
tatorship. 

The German Nationals also 
gained — practically everywhere, 
though not onthe scale on whieh if 
wits hoped. 

Voting however has been disas- 
trous to the more prominent par- 
ties whieh practically have 
wiped out. All the outstanding 
party leaders have been nutlomati- 
cally re-elected, but Herr Hitler 
was not a candidate, preferring to 
direct ‘activities Trom the outside, 

The ‘"Reichstay figures _ for 
Greater Berlin show that the Com- 
munists gained 65,000 votes, com- 
pared with the dict elections and 
ttre now the second largest party in 
the capital. The Nazis lost 37,000 
and the Socialists 98,000. —Renuter, 


Few Disturbances, 


Berlin, Aug. 1.

OUR WORST SIN IS 
CONCEIT 


IIE besetting sin of the nation 

is conceit—self-coneeit. We live 
in difficult times, but they could: 
be made easier ‘if each ono of us 
took hold of himself, sat down in 
a chair, and talked, beginning like 
this: ‘ 

“Who do you think you are? 
And why should you reach for 4 
halo every time you take your 
hat down from the rack? What 
have you done for the nation 98 
a whole that you walk with your 
nose in the air? Why not come 
down to earth and ‘walk with 
crowds ‘nor lose the common 
touch'?” ‘ se ' 

Self-conceit is‘ so insidious a 
disense that it eats into — public 
life like ao corrosive acid; it 
nullifies even those blood ties that 
ure. supposed to keep a family to- 
gether in times of success or ad- 
versity. Only the other day I 
heard .a man: say—"On three 
different ocenaions I have had said 
to me, ‘L can’t believe that she is 
your sister because she is 60 
course.’ 

No, he was not an illiterate man, 
as we judge illiteracy, he was a 
nolicitor; he was the guest of his 
sister, a wealthy woman; he was 
dependent on her, for most of the 
favours he received in this life, 
but while he smiled and smiled 
and remained a villain he was 
thinking these things. One whisky 
too many and he felt the urge’ to 
give them verbal expression, 


Men Worse Than Women. 


My experience is that men are 
infinitely. more conceited than 
women; they seem to develop an 
extraordiniry idea of their own 
importance. Very few ‘of them 
leave it to the public to’ appraise 
their worth. They conceive un 
ideal and are incensed if the pubne 
docs. not agree that they have 
realised it. Lf it comes to a ques- 
tion of actual contribution to a 
nation’s well-being, only one man 
in ten thousand has the right to 
be conceited about his achieve- 


ments, and his character would be! 


such that he could not possibly be 
conceited. . 

A woman may be conceited about 
her personal appearance, but her 


‘object in nine cases out of ten is 


to make herseff more attractive 
in the eyes of the man. The 
conceit of a man would lead him 
to sacrifice the love of the most 
devoted wife in the world. 

And -how poor are his grounds 
on which man bases his conceit. 
In my own profession—that of 
writing—concecit borders on: the 
ludicrous. I have met writers in 
all parts of the world, and I have 
marvelled that-they have been able 
to wet through life without taking 
a thundering good punch = on the 
chin about once a week, 

One poor fellow who had written 
a couple of indifferent novels used 
to make ‘his wife stand outside his 
atudy door to prevent his being 
interrupted while he was at work. 

One day, in his presence, she 
said to me—"] hrve written a 
play.” ; 

He fonmed at the mouth. How 
dare she dream of writing in those 
short reapites between  clothingr 
the children, devoting her day to 
them, and putting them to bed? 
He wus the god of the household; 
why didn't she kneel. in homage? 
But that play was accepted, per- 
formed, and brought , in a com- 
paratively large sum of money— 
which he proceeded to spend as 
quickly as he could. 

That is only an incident, but it 
helps to iNustrate my point In

If men would put away conceit 
und try to appraise themselves at 
their true worth we as a@ nation 
might touch greatness in a couple 
of decades. Bat we ,weigh our 
supposed strength never our 
‘known weakness. The love of 
publicity saps individuality. . 

Ninety-five per cent. of those 
men who, by cajolery or subter- - 
fue, get their names into .print. 
during their lives will pass away 
with no more than a couple of 
lines in an obituary column for 
which thei relatives will pay the 
prevailing advertisement. rates. 
Cunnot they realise, that? : 

Laugh this off, as the Americans 
say: L know a man who refers to 
himself as ‘a famous baronet 
because he figured in 2 divoree 
ease many years ago! Between ' 
fume and notoriety there is 2 
wide difference, but — conceit. 
bridges the gulf.

CENTRISTS HOLD BALANCE 
'OF POWER 


COMMUNISTS RECOVER 


: _ _ Berlin, Aug. 1. 

The election has resulted ina 
stalemate, as generally expected. It 
is certain therefore that the Von 
Papen Government’ will remain in 
the saddle, while the maintenance, 
broadly, of the status guo con- 
stitutes a bitter blow to the 
Hitlerites, who, despite a gain of 
119 seats compared with the old 
Reichatag, are unable to command 
an absolute: majority, even with 
the support of their Rightist allics. 

The Catholic Centre under the 
leadership of the ex-Chancellor 
Bruening, therefore hold the key 
to the situation. 

The chief surprises are the mar- 
vellous recovery of the Communists 
since the set back following the 
general election of 1930 and tho 
fact that the Nazis appear to have 
reached high water mark, 

The Communists who increased 
their representation by  cleven 
seats were evidently unharmed by 
Herr Von Papen's hostility and 
gained heavily in| numerous dis- 
tricts. , 

Compared with the Dict’ elec- 
tions of last April this, combined 
With the Socialist successes, is as- 
cribed to the workers’ resentment 
of Herr Von Papen’s action in 
Prussia and the fear of ‘a dic- 
tatorship. : 

The German ‘Nationals also 
gained practically * everywhere, 
though not on the senle on which it 
was hoped, | 

Voting however has been disns- 
trous to the more prominent’ par- 
ties which. practically have been 
wiped out. All the outstanding 
party leaders have been: automati- 
cally re-elected, but Herr Hitler 
was not a candidate, preferring to 
direct activities from the outside, 

The Reichstag figures for 
Greater Berlin show that the Com- 
munists gained 65,000 votes, com- 
pared with the diet elections and 
ure now the second Jargest party in 
the capital. The Nazis lost 37,000 
and the Socialists 98,000.—Reuter.
